which are from time to time extend- 
ed to stockholders, generally, but not 
always to the owners of the common ^^ 
^ 


shares. 
Ordinarily these rights al- chandler 


low stockholders 
the privilege 
of 


subscribing 
to additional iss.ues of 


securities, sometimes bonds but more 
often stocks, at a .price 
.below the 


market. 


Not all corporations are in n P^si" 
tion to do financing by additional is- 
sues of common-stock. 
It is gen- 
erally considered a sign of prosper-, 
ity when new capital can be secured, 
bv selling stock instead of increasing 
funded Indebtedness. It has come to 
be the custom also \vhen a corpora- 
tion finds this course 'open to it that, 
it extends tUe opportunity 6£ taking 
the new shares first to .its own stock- 
holders. 
This is on the theory-that 


inasmuch as stockholder stake all the 
ri-sks of ownership they are entitled 
to whatever additional' benefits 
the 
progress of the business may make 
possible. 
• 
. . 
Conditions under which these rlgnts 
are extended vary in different cases. 
As a rule stockholders are -entitled 
to buv new shares in a definite pro- 
portio'n to their ' existing holdings. 
Each share of stock- is entitled to one 
right. 
It may take, five. . ten- or 


more rights to buy one share of new 
stock. Arid here is the point -whcin 
i«s so 
often 
misunderstood.- .If a 
stockholder does not wish to. increase 
his holdings, he may sell his rights 
in the market. There is no need ot 
his throwing away these valuab-.e pri- 
vileges. "They may be' turned into 
cash 
Even if the number of shares 
he holds is not sufficient to-entile 
him to enough- rights to buy one 
«hare of the new stock-he may- still 
dispose o f his rights to some one else 
who will combine them with enough 
others to make up the number re- 
quired. The same procedure cm no 
followed if the stockholder wishes to 
make a subscription on his own ac- 
count and lacks enough rights in J-ns 
,own name. 
He may buy the addi- 
tional, number necessary at the mar- 
ket price.
